Tito’s Independence 

Yugoslavia’s protest to Huncary in the case 
of Imre Nagy is further evidence of Marshal 
Tito’s continued insistence on a Communist pol- 
icy independent of Moscow's 

The former Hungarian premier had been 
given asylum in the Yugoslav embassy in Buda- 
pest. The new Moscow-dominated Hungarian 
government promised him safety when he left 
the embassy to return home But Nagy and 
two-score of his tes who accepted this 
promise were deported to Communist Romania. 

Earlier the Yugoslav government said it fTe- 
garded the Nagy case as a “flagrant violation” 
of mutual relations and of international law 
Yugoslavia considers this the more flagrant be- 
for Foreign Affairs 
had gone to Budapest to negotiate personally 
for Nagy’s release 

The protest is of added interest to the United 
States concern over how much 
farther to go in helping the Tito government 
This country has given Yugoslavia a half bil- 
dollars in economic assistance since the 
latter's break with Moscow in 1948, and perhaps 
twice that much in military aid. 

Earlier this however, Bulganin and 
Khrushchev went to Belgrade; then Tito went to 
Yalta Russia and Yugoslavia seemed to be 
drawing closer together Was Tito retreating 
from his previous neutralism between East and 
West”?

TALK TQ TEACHERS 
UN VALUE OF ARTS

Truthful Instrument of 
Knowledge, Novelist Wal- 
lace Stegner Says. 


_ —— 


Validity of the arts’ appraisal 
of mankind cannot be measured 
by the scientist's calipers, but 
the arts nevertheless are a 
truthful instrument of know}- 
edge, Wallace Stegner, novelist 
and director of creative writing 
at Stanford University, said 
here last night. 

Stegner addressed the dinner 
meeting of the forty-sixth an- 
nual convention of the National 
Council of Teachers of English 
at Hotel Sheraton-Jefferson. 

Both he and Dean Thomas 
Hall of Washington University’s 
College of Liberal Arts spoke 
on the efforts of the humanities 
end sciences to portray man. 
and the seemingly hostile points 
cf view which have been de- 
\cloped by each group 

“If we limit knowledze to 
that which can “e publicly veri- 
fied by science’s e:nerimental 
method, we probably should 
prepare ourselves for the with- 


ering away of all art. religion, 
metaphysics, most philosophy, 
much history, and even more 


branches of mathematics 
ner said. 


The proof of a work of art 
is the intuitive response it 
arouses in the reader or the 
observer, he said. The truth of 
literature is seen in the emo- 
tion it evokes in the reader who, 
through his own experiences 
recognizes the validity of events 
protrayed., 

“Any work of art is the prod- 
uct of a total human being con- 

r:enting vith total under- 
sianding on experiences which, 
with luck, may become symbolic 
representations of larger ex- 
periences—even of all experi- 
ence,” Stegner said. 

Hall, in. his speech. said there 
{is unnecessary conflict between 
the sciences and the arts. 

“The scientist wrongly ex- 
pects artistic hypotheses to. be 
susceptible to logical verifica- 
tion,” he said. “Actually, their 
verification properly lies in the 
intuitive responses of sensitive 
obtervers.”’

“It would be folly to suggest 
that the scientific portrait of 
man is an adequate substitute 
for the portra’t the arti-t can 
paint—Got forbid!
